Mr. G. Bennett apologised tothe audience, and claimed 
their indulgence for Mr. H. Wallack, who had at the shortest 
possible notice undertaken the task—a task which he executed 
in a manner that did him great honor; be was warmly and 
deservedly applauded, as was Miss Faucit, and the Tragedy went 
off extremely well.

SADLER 8 WELLS’'—A riot, which at one time assumed a very 
alarming appearance, took place at this Theatre on Saturday 
night. At the end of the second piece, and preparatory to the 
performance of the third and last, the members of the band 
quitted the orchestra, taking with them their cloaks, &c. These 
movements created some suspicion that there was something 
rotten in the state of Denmark, and there being no sign of any 
performance, the audience commenced a tremendous row, shower- 
ing all sorts of missiles on the stage, tearing up the seats, 
crashing the lamps, &c. Ina few moments the pit was cleared 
of its occupants, some scrambled into the private boxes, to 
shelter themselves from the pelting of the pitiless storm. The 
stage lights were demolished, as were the music stands, and the 
stage was strewed with projectiles of various kinds. At length, 
Mr. James, one of the actors, addressed the audience, and told 
them that inconsequence of the illness of Mrs. Almar, the necés- 
sary supplies for the Theatre were not forthcoming, and part of 
the company would not therefore perform,but that if they would 
have the patience to wait for a quarter of an hour the money 
would arrive, and the performances would goon. This speech 
allayed the storm, and in the course of a few minutes, the band 
re-appeared, and Life in London was acted, but in a hurried 
manner. A cart load of rubbish was cleared from the stage after 
the riot was over.

~ The preparations for the Musical Festival, in Exeter Hall, are 
going on with great activity. Its most remarkable feature will 
be Handel’s Oratorio of Solomon, a work which has never been 
performed entire since the days of the great Composer. In pre- 
paring it for performance, some curtailments in the solo parts, 
and alterations in the manner of performing them, have been 
rendered necessary by the present state of musical taste. But 
those, which have been the result of rauch anxious consideration 
on the part of the able conductor, Sir George Smart, have been 
sparingly and carefully made, without injury to the symmetry 
and continuity of the work, and with advantage to the general 
effect. The whole‘of the magnificent. chorusses, (of which this 
Oratorio is in a great measure made up,) will be given, and they 
are now undergoing a course of regular and laborious rehearsals. 
The number of vocal and instrumental performers will be be- 
tween six and seven hundred. |
